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During the last few months much damage has been caused by 
the overflowing of the stream that pesses through the rear of my property 
on River Road, 


Many of the other properties along the same stream have also 
suffered. During a heavy rain in late February a six to seven foot wide 
piece of the west bank - and slosestto the house - was washed away taking 
@ tree of approximately 10 x 12" in diameter with it, plus undermining 
another tree of about the same size that will definitely go in the near 
future if something is not done to alleviate the tremendous force of water 
coming down this stream, 


A few years ago this stream was a mere trickle and practically dried 
up in the summer months, Development upstream is filling the open fields where 
of course previously the water was absorbed into the land. Needless to say the 
run off is increasing at an alarming pace on account of the development. If 
by chance another hurricane Hazel occurred, (God forbid) all of the properties 
along the stream would certain.y suffer extensive damage. My neighbour to the 
north has lost a concrete block retaining wall in the same flood mentioned 
above. 


It has been surrested by the Engineering Department that I write 
Council to ascertuin if other property owners have written or are concerned 
about this situation.,..and to ascertain if the Town has ary plan for the 
alleviation of this problem, 


Since the problem has been caused through "Council approved 
development" = and no doubt rightly so - I also approve of progress - I do 
feel very strongly that damage caused to private property through such action 
should also be paid for with some of the vastly increased taxes derived from 
the developments, It is my understanding that proper drainage facilities should 
be made by the developers and maintained by the Municipality, and it would appear 
in this instance it has not been done, 


Awaiting your comments and any recommendations Council may see fit

Dear Mr. Modolo: 


Thark you for your letter of March 28, concerning the 
establishment of Customs postal release service in the 
City of Mississauga. 


The new Mississauga facility being constructed by the Post 
Office was not intended to provide direct service to the 
public. Accordingly, the building is being constructed 

with neither public access nor a public lobb?. The primary 
function of this building will be to provide the Post Office 
Department with a central location where they will process 
bulk shipments of mail destined to most Ontario Post Offices. 
There will be some Customs operations carried out at this 
building but they will be limited to primary sortation at 
which time we will segregate dutiable parcels from non- 
dutiable parcels, return the non-dutiable items to the Post 
Office for delivery and forward the dutiable parcels to our 
Customs release points throughout Ontario for documentation 
and release to the consignee. 


As you have noted, we presently provide Customs service at 

two locations in the Toronto area. While it is appreciated : 
that some residents of Mississauga live a considerable dis- 
tance from either of these points, we do allow recipients of 
dutiable non-commercial material to forward their remittance 
by mail. Their parcels are subsequently returned to the 

Post Office for delivery to them, thereby eliminating the 

need for travel to one of our offices. 


At the present time this Department, in conjunction with 
postal officials, is studying a proposed procedure whereby 
postal packages subject to duties’and taxes would be delivered 


cyt 


in the same manner as a C.0.D. parcel. Until the outcome of 
this study is known, the Department is endeavouring to restrict 
the cxpansion of existing programs or the establishment of new 
services that might prove to be of short term use. 


I trust I have explained the Department's position on this 
matter and I regret I am not able to provide you with a more 
favourable reply.
